Gen: Ridgway 
Offers Peace 
Talk Renewal

TOKYO —(AP)—Gen. Matthew 


B. Ridgway today offered to re- 
new suspended Korean cease-fire * 
talks. But his message to Red 
commanders gave no indication 
that Kaesong was a satisfactory 
site. 


The Reds broke off talks in that 


Korean city Aug. 23 in a continu- 
ing series of charges that United 
Nations ground and air forces 
were violating Kaesong's neutral- 
ity zone. 


In the flurry of charges and de- 


nials, Ridgway on Sept. 5 proposed 
that the talks be moved to a new 
site. The Reds replied Saturday 
that the 'suggestion was "com- 
pletely unsatisfactory and unac- 
ceptable." 


In his reply to that message 


Monday the Allied supreme com- 
mander said: 


"If you now disposed to termi- 


nate the suspension of armistice 
negotiations which you declared 
on Aug. 23, 1 am still prepared to 
order my liaison officers to a 
meeting at the bridge at Panmun- 
Jon> (Red outpost six miles south- 
east of Kaesong) to discuss condi- 
tions that will be mutually satis- 
factory 
for the resumption of 


armistice talks." 


Ridgway said the Reds "have 


inferred a desire that negotiations 
be resumed ... I again emphasize 
my concern in the achievement of 
a just and honorable military 
armistice."

Of Blood Low, 
Call for More 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—The De- 


fense department explained to- 
day it needs a 300,000-pint a 
month blood contribution between 
now and next July to replenish a 
stockpile "graavely depleted" be- 
cause of dwindling donations. 


In opening the new campaign 


last week, Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall, former secretary of de- 
fense, said donations in June 
totaled only 50.000 pints and in 
July dropped off to 36,000 pints. 


Need 800,000 A Month 


But to meet military needs 


araislng out of the Korean fight- 
ing and to build up an adequate 
reservoir for any increase in 
casualties or disaster at home the 
flow must be boosted to 300,000 
monthly for the rest of this fiscal 
year, Marshall said. 


Emphasizing now imperative is 


the need, Marshall said that if 
every American whose blood can 
be used will make his donations 
"more of our wounded will live 
to return home." He left unsaid 
the opposite—if they don't, men 
will die. 


98 of 100 Live 


The American .military medical 


record in the Korean war is bet- 
tern than that of any army in his- 
tory. Of every 100 men,wounded, 
98 are saved. Quick evacuation 
from the battlefield to hospitals, 
improved surgery, improved treat- 
ment is partly responsible. 


But one of the primary factors 


is the present day large scale use 
of blood, both whole blood and 
the "storable plasma. Many times 
the difference between a wounded 
man dying of the shock induced 
by his wounds or living to reach a 
hospital and recovery. 


Best tieatment is whole blood. 


It can be preserved for only 21 
days, but swift airplane trans- 
port of shipments and refrigera- 
tion makes possible delivery to 
the war zone from blood donor 
centers in the U.S. 


Next best is plasma, ,which is 


dried into powder and can be 
stored for five years, without 
refrigeration. For use, it need be 
mixed only with sterile water. 


Buy eggplant shortly before you

Supply Corps; Boyle Hopes Clothing Arrives

NEW YORK, (AP)—The army 


says that this year the boys in 
combat are going to get their 
winter equipment when they need 
it. 


History 
has shown that a 


soldier needs winter equipment 
\Hlen it gets cold. The object of 
giving him this type of clothing 
is to keep him warm, and pro- 
tect his morale, so that he will 
go on with the fight. 


A dispatch from Korea quotes 


Col. 
Albert 
K. 
Stebbins, 
the 


Eighth army supply officer, as 
promising this about winter cloth- 
ing for the troops: 


"We're going to get it all up 


to them on time this year." 
^"his is a brave goal. 


Telli* Experiences 


I certainly wouldn't dare to say 


the American army this year 
won't clothe its troops properly 
in time against the rigors o£ win- 
ter. But I will say that I never 
knew it to do it before. 


I have spent four winters with 


American combat armies on three 
continents. In none of those cam- 
paigns did all the frontline troops 
fl*: the warm clothing they yearn- 
ed for when they most needed it. 


There was always an excuse. 


And there will be this year un- 
less we nail it on the head now— 
in advance. The army says that 
by the first of November It will 
have 
clothed 
its 
infantrymen 


against the bitterest weather in 
Korea. Let's remember that date. 


Winter Surprise 


Many veterans will know xvhat 


Ittnean when I say the American 


army, certainly since 1941, has 
dressed for war as a summer pas- 
time and met the march of winter 
with a rueful surprise. 


Nobody ever got frostbite in 


the air-conditioned supply head- 
quarters in the Pentagon. But 
there would have been even more 
frostbite cases in the northern 
cork forests of Tunisia if our men 
hadn't been generously supplied 
by British troops in the field. 


Africa, said the army blue book, 


had a hot, dry climate. The fel- 
low who wrote that in Washing- 
ton never left water in his helmet 
over night in the Kasserine valley 
and awoke to find it frozen. Nor 
did he freeze himself at night in 
the hills above that valley. But 
other American men did. 


Froze In Italy 


So did they freeze in the lonely 


backbone of Italy in early 1944. 
But by late February, when it was 
warming, a man couldn't carry all 
the warm clothing the army sud- 
denly hit him with. 


The American army's shock at 


the advent of winter in the moun- 
tainous' Ardennes is hard to for- 


et. I recall soldiers pulling ammo 


on rude sleds. I recall the First 
army flew in some Alaskan dogs 
to do the tnck, too, and they 
arrived after spring thaws had 
turned the snowy roads to mud. 


I recall the German troops had 


white camouflage clothing and 
we didn't. I recall we flew white 
cheesecloth in from England and 
Belgian girls sewed it into make- 
shift snow capps for our boys. 


Blankets For Feet 


I recall our troops cut up 


blankets to wrap around their 
feet because they didn't have 
enough cold weather boots. And 
I recall an American doctor at a 
30th Infantry division field hos- 
pital saying, as they brought in 
a German frostbite victim:

Use of Military Funds Must 


Be Explained If Safety Permits 


There may be a very important reason why a senate 


appropriations subcommittee suddenly and mysteriously ad- 
ded $5 billion to the military appropriations bill to make a 
staggering $61 billion total for the current fiscal year. 


The extra money is labeled a reserve fund for military 


and naval aviation. It was affixed to the bill after a last- 
minute closed hearing. It was not part of the defense depart- 
ment's original requests for the year.

According to the initial-leaks from the committee room, 


the money was for "fantastic new weapons" of the sort 
President Truman and others have recently hinted at. Later 
advices had it that it was for expanding more conventional 
aviation equipment to carry or use the new weapons. 


In the absence of more specific information, it is impos- 


sible safely to criticize this proposed outlay. Yet the manner 
in which it has been handled points up sharply the weakness 
of present appropriations bill procedure.

The strict necessities of security and the technical com- 


plexities of modern warfare impose heavy burdens upon the 
lawmakers who today must decide how much money to ap- 
prove. Frank disclosure and discussion is virtually impossi- 
ble. Congressmen have no choice in many instances but to 
take the military's word, since they have no experts equally 
well qualified to judge the merit of a projected expenditure. 


In this predicament, sensible analysis and criticism of 


military outlays is highly unlikely. The lawmakers' control 
of the purse, traditional weapon for maintaining civilian 
domination over the military in a democratic nation, is thus 
endangered.

What assurance have we that the extra $5 billion will 


fit a clearly-defined, up-to-date concept of national defense?

Since we must rely on the judgment of our trained mili- 
tary experts, the burden ia upon them to make their de- 
cisions with utmost soundness, to have regard at all times 
for wise economies. And they and the administration with 
which they ane linked owe it to the American people to tell 
as much as they dare in order to justify their demands.

Neverthe- 
less, because they intend to contribute a few hundred or a few thou- 
sand dollars each to the campaign funds, they have the effrontery to 
regard themselves as a sort of board of directors 
of the party with the right to pick the candidate 
who will be the altqrnative to Truman when the 
people go to the polls to decide not merely the 
presidency for the next quadrennium but the fate 
of the nation.

Taft won't threaten

ial re-election campaign that he. 
wouldn't back away w h e n the 
goons of the CIO and the A. F- of 
L. threatened him and his wife 
with mob assault. 


How do these plush-pelt Repub- 


licans, these posturing dead-end 
kids, in their intervals between 
their poker-games in their New 
York deadfall near the park, come 
to the conclusion that Taft can't 
win?

To .Win, Cooperate With Partner

Before Canasta become popular 


some people used 'to wonder what 
would happen if an irresistible 
force met an immovable body. The 
old answer used to be that there 
is no such thing as an irresistible 
force or an immovable body. Now 
we know better. 


It happens in Canasta all the 


time. The irresistible force is the 
player who always plays for a fast 
out; and the immovable body is 
his partner, who never adds to a 
meld and always plays for the 
pack. The result? Disaster. 


I saw it happen again just the 


other 
night. The discard pile 


grew for quite a time, and then 
one player melded seven cards 
from his hand. He had two wild 
cards and a pair of natural cards 
left. He thought he had a fine 
chance to meld out in the next 
turn or two, and he would have 
been right with any other part- 
ner. But this time he was playing 
with the immovable body. 


Old Immovable simply froze the 


pack when his turn came. He had 
a million safe discards. He might 
have a partner who was weak 
enough to meld, but he was made 
of sterner stuff. He would show 
the world. And he did. 


Old Immovable didn't give the 


pack away. But his poor partner, 
with only four cards, eventually 
had to give It up. Then the oppon- 
ents had a field day. They could 
make only three natural canastas, 
but that wasn't too bad inasmuch 
as they managed to complete four 
mixed canastas before the hand 
finally came to an end. They 
scored well over three thousand 
points, thanks to Old Immovable. 


Just for the sake of argument, 


Ufa mppoM that the original 


meld was a poor choice instead, 
of a very sound idea. Let's supf 
pose that your partner has made 
this miserable meld. What should 
you do about it? 


Nothing can aker the fact that 


the player across the table from 
you is your partner. For better or 
for worse, you are stuck with that 
player until the end of the game. 
You will get better results if you 
botH play in the same gcner<~\ 
direction—even an inferior direc^ 
tion—than if you both play in dif- 
ferent directions. 


Once your partner has melded 


down to a four-card hand, your 
side has to play for a fast out. It 
is no longer possible to play for 
the pack. Whether you like it or 
not, you must help your partner 
to meld out. That should be easy 
if your partner has made a good 
meld. But even if it is difficulfc*. 
it is better than no chance af^" 
all.

A beef carcass under the new 


wholesale ceilings, effective Wed- 
nesday, will be about a penny-a- 
>ound higher. The OPS said this 
s necessary because prices for 
lides and fats from a beef animal 
have dropped to a point. denting 
>acker processing profits. 


Packers Protest 


Two 
big 
Midwest 
packing 


houses immediately protested tha 
the penny increase is not enough 
to hcjlp them out of a squeeze be 
tween the price of live beef am 
the amount they can pay for it un 
der ceiling regulations. 


The higher beef wholesale prices 


will require the higher 
retai 


prices. These changes in butcher 
shop ceilings will average about 
1% to 2 cents a pound more to 
the housewife for beef cuts. 


In 
adjusting wholesale 
beef 


prices, the OPS also moved to cor- 
rect what it said has been general- 
ly too high ceilings for the better 
cuts of beef and to low ceilings for 
cheaper cuts. 


Had a Choice 


The OPS said it had a choice 


about letting beef prices go up. It 
could have restored packer profit 
margins to what they were before 
hide and tallow prices dropped by 
merely reducing the allowable 
price packers may pay for live 
cattle. This would have allowed 
retail prices to remain unchanged. 


But the agency said this was 


"impractical at,the present time 
because, since congress eliminated 
slaughter controls, packers have 
been experiencing difficulty in ob- 
taining cattle at the present live 
cattle celling prices.". 


Feared Black Market 


In other words, OPS officials 


feared lower cattle prices might 
lead to a meat shortage . . . and 
a black market. 


"The only practical alternative," 


the agency's statement said, "is to 
raise dressed beef prices by an 
amount^ sufficient to give packer's 
the operating margin required un- 
der the legislation." 


The two packers, both located 


in Indianapolis, aald they doubted 
the increase in prices they are 
allowed to pay for live beef will 
help them. Stark, Wetzel and 
Company said it would be forced 
to reduce its beef kill by 30 to 35 
per cent Kingan and Company 
said it would riot reduce the beef 
kill now but will continue to lose 
money on beef. 


Shoes Lower? 


One consolation for higher beef 


prices is that the lower tallow and 
hide prices probably foreshadow

soap and shoes. However, OPS 
officials declined to say what they 
would do to beef prices if tallow 
and hides markets soar once more. 


The higher retail ceilings for 


ham, bacon and pork shoulders are 
due this -week—a few cents a 
pound, officials said. This will con- 
tinue the profit-margin principle 
for these pork cuts which OPS al- 
ready has granted for pork roasts 
and chops, 


Pork Declines 


However, the pork profit mar- 


jin regulations require that retail 
ceilings go down automatically 
when live hog prices decline. OPS 
officials said that if the recent hog 
market decline continues, lower 
sork ceilings will result. 


Along with its new wholesale 


beef ceilings, OPS raised ceilings 
or the utility grade of live cattle. 
The change at Chicago was from 
$21.80 to $23.45 a hundred pounds 
with the same relative adjustment 
at other cattle centers.

"Their society is a jungle, through 
which the naked power of the gov- 
ernment prowls like a beast of 
prey, making all men afraid." 


The precious 175-year-old Decla- 


ration of Independence and 164- 
year-old Constitution were locked 
away in gas-filled, glass and 
bronze containers 
to 
preserve 


them for centuries. 


Scientists had worked for more 


than a decade designing the new 
cases to protect them against 
moisture, vermin, harsh light and 
other hazards while keeping them 
still visible, through double-paned 
glass, for many future genera- 
tions. 


A Living Force 


Truman said 
the 
pieces of 


parchment are. more than histor- 
ical relics—"they are a living force 
in our life today," containing ideas 
which will never perish. 


"These documents," *he 
said, 


"express the highest principles of 
political life: That all men have 
certain unalienable rights, that 
governments are set up to provide 
for the welfare of the people, and 
that the rule of law stands above 
government and citizen alike. 


"In the Soviet Union the power 


of the state is above all rights. The 
government does not have to obey 
the law. As a result, the citizens of 
the Soviet Union enjoy none of the 
freedoms whlcli they are guaran- 
teed by their, constitution.

PHOENIX, Ariz. _ (NEA) — 


Night rides with highway patrol- 
*nen are taking the wreck out of 


reckless youths in the Phoenix 
area. 


Boys and girls between 16 and 


18 years old who have been ar- 
rested for traffic law violations in 
Maricopa County must attend a 
10-hour juvenile traffic violators 
school. Then they ride the night 
patrol to learn first-hand how 
traffic accidents occur and how 
-they could have been avoided by 
Respect for the law. 


Judge 
Charles 
C. Bernstein 


inaugurated the school a year ago 
to do something about "the most 
reckless group" of drivers. He 
Instructed police to get tough 
frith juveniles and arrest them 
Jor the slightest violation. 


Appearing before the judge, 


the juvenile's license is suspend- 
ed until he successfully completes 


•the 2Vt-week course. 
~

The first year a thousand youths 


completed the school. Only 18 
graduates were arrested as re- 
peaters for traffic law violations. 
Their 
licenses were suspended 


from 30 to 90 days. 


Before the school was estab- 


lished, the judge said, there were 
so many repeaters among juve- 
nile violators that they were re- 


ferred to adult courts for prose- 
' cution? 


The first thing juveniles get 


when they enter the school is a 
test to determine their attitudes 
toward other drivers and traffic 
laws. Then follows an examina- 
tion of how much they know 
about the mechanical operation of 
a vehicle and an actual driving 
test in city traffic. 


A psycho-physical test is given 


,«.id a movie which characterizes 
bad youthful driving habits shown. 


Not only does the school change 


many 
ba'd driving habits the 


youths have developed, but it 
also eliminates hostile attitudes 
toward laws and police, an atti- 
tude that Judge Bernstein says is 
the heart of all juvenile delin- 
quency. 


A teen-ager's dislike for law- 


tynen doesn't last long when he 


sits beside a patrolman for a night 
ride. 


As they cruise the highways, 


minor traffic law violations are 
pointed out and the more flagrant 
violators are stopped and issued 
citations by the patrolmen. The 
young riders are told why the 
'ticket was written and how the 
seemingly insignificant violation 
endangered the lives of many, 


v 
"I never realized how many 


people break the law until I saw 
it out on the highway," a 17-year- 
old boys said after his ride. 


The officers stop occasionally 


while on patrol 
to buy their 


young riders a malted milk, talk 
about what they have seen. 
' A 16-year-old relative of one 
of Arizona's high public officials 
and his girl were picked up one 


_night for driving their cars side 
'-'"by side at 65 miles an hour along 


a main thoroughfare while they 
talked to each other. 


Both were "sentenced" to at- 


tend the juvenile drivers school. 


The boy was riding with a patraol- 
man as the final part of his train- 
ing, along the same thoroughfare, 
when the officer picked up a man 
for speeding. 


"The guy's crazy to take a 


chance like that through here," 
the boy said. 


His attitude had changed. A 


month before, he had taken a 
more dangerous chance. 
• * * 


In one night patrol, for exam- 


ple, a juvenile learned first-hand 
that strict observance of stop 
signs eliminates many accidents, 
that driving while drowsy is in- 
viting a ditch full of overturned 
automobiles, and that drunk and 
reckless driving is a rush order 


for an ambulance and the cor- 
oner. 


The boy said: 
"That ride helped me to realize 


how dangerous a car can be when 
taken lightly. I think all kids 
should have to ride with a patrol- 
man once." 


The American Bar Association 


has recognized the school as the 
only one of its kind conducted by 
a juvenile court in the country. 


Among the most enthusiastic 


supporters of the school are Phoe- 
nix traffic officers and state high- 
way patrolmen. 


Capt. George Stinson of the 


Arizona Highway Patrol says: 


"This school is going to make 


our lives easier for years to come."

flicts 
carry 
notation 
of 
their 


service, "World War I'" or "World 
War II." But there is no such 
inscription for those of the 13,822 
Korean dead whose bodies are 
now coming to permanent mili- 
tary cemeteries for burial. 


The custom, seems to arise from 


two things: The fact that congress 
has never declared the Korea 
fighting a war; inflexible military 
regulations predicted on the law. 


The "National Cemetery Regul- 


lations" of the military depart- 
ment say that the inscription on 
government headstones may con- 
tain the name, date of birth and 
death, an abbreviation of mili- 
tary awards held, a religious em- 
blem and "the war in which ser- 
vice was rendered." 


That, explain officials, is the 


trouble—that word "war." They 
can't decide it is a war if con- 
gress or the president hasn't 
stamped it with such • official 
designation.
